In order to relieve traffic congestion 


In Appleton, Neenah and Menasha. 
the "Wisconsin Highway commission 
Is planning ot reroute Highway 15 on 
'the west side of_the Fox river from 
Neenah to Appleton, A R. Hirst, en- 
gineer of the commission, said In a 
letter to an Appleton man who re- 
quested information on the commis- 
sion's plans. Mr. Hirst said that the 
legislature will be asked to add 2,500 
miles to the state trunk highway sys- 
tem and If the request Is granted the 
present Brickyard-rd will be added to 
the state system and paved with state 
funds. 
It -is believed by the commission 


that this step will take from 95 to 98 
per cent of the through traffic off the 
Menasha-rd and 
off Lake-st 
It Is 


proposed to route Highway 15 over to 
the Brlckyard-rd from a point 
just 


east of the Neenah city limits so th»f 
traffic which does not wish to stop 
In the Twin Cities will not be obligei 
to,pass through them. It is possibl 
that the highway will be routed eithe 
over Mason-st or Second-st after i 
gets Into Appleton and then to Sec 
ond-ave. Businessmen, however, wil 
request that Highway 15 be routed 
east on College-av* through the bus! 
i district and then north to Sec 


ond-ave.

Was'Hngton — Having failed to con 


vince France by informal conversa- 
tions of diplomacy, the United States 
government has appealed to the opin- 
ion of the world in support of Its 
plan for a settlement of the repara- 
tion problem.

Secretary Hughes speech at New 


Haven almost coincident with the first 
expression from the "White House on 
foreign policy in three weeks, has a 
significance apart from the character 
of the proposal that a commission 
of financiers undertake to fix what 
Germany can pay. It means that the 
American government has been quiet- 
ly advancing this proposal but that 
France has not agreed. There is no 
reason to believe France has returned 
a flat negative but there is every rea- 
son to suppose that the American 
government has made little headway 
by secret diplomacy and is trying open 
diplomacy again. 


SITUATION UNCHANGED 


It is most unusual for the president 


and secretary of state to discuss pro 
posals made to foreign governments 
For weeks1 there has been a stead- 
fast refusal to say anything, though 
it wag known J. P. Morgan had con- 
ferred with Secretary Hughes and 
that a revival of the bankers commis- 
sion idea was under discussion 
It 


was pointed out in these 'dispatches 
at the time that the key to the situ- 
ation was to be found In the report 
of the international bankers commit- 
tee made in June. 
That committee 


made v certain recommendations but 
France didn.'t^acceptcthem. tfhe sit- 
uation has not changed since then 
The American government is merely 
reviving the suggestion that a com- 
mission really try again. 


The bankers are ready to examine 


Germany's assets and resources again 
and to recommend a loan to Germany 
wherewith her first reparation pay- 
ments can be made but first France 
must agree to give up her appaiently 
unrestricted right to punish Germany 
whenever she pleases.

MAKE PUBLIC PLAN 


If the United States government 


had been able to convince France in 
the last fortnight that such a plan 
was worth trylng.the appeal to public 
opinion wouldn't have been necessary 
But the French government's policy 
has been more or less mercurial of. late 
anyhow. First it seems as if Franco 
would iniade the Ruhr then the policy 
was abandoned. 
Realizing the tre- 


mendous moral influence which the 
United States wields in the world to- 
day, the decision was made here to 
make public the American plan almost 
on the eve of the conference of pre- 
miers in Paris, which is in session 
Tuesday.

It is impossible

and unusual .vicissitude which mark the 
pilgrimage from birth to death. 


The idea which seems, to have im- 


pressed this nonegenarian profoundly is 
that the average human being does not 
acquire common sense until the sixth or 
seventh decade. 
Then it is possible to 


observe with understanding to be ruled 
by sound judgment. Experience has rip- 
ened the intellect, and the brain functions 
as a gyroscop keeping perfect balance. 


The Meeker theory appears to be more 


or less farfetched. 
The brain itself may 


be a healthy organ at sixty or seventy, 
and the mind may be quick and unerring, 
but the whole body has begun to impair. 
The intellect begins to be thoroughly 
philosophical, and its mood is to while 
the hours away in idle reasoning, sailing, 
like an easy going ship, over smooth, oft 
traveled thought-course. 
Often we hear 


of youths who achieve fame, or success, 
or. at least, distinction, soon after they 
set out on the Iflfig course of business or 
professional -pumii-t. 
They are 
hailed 


as super-beings, wise beyond their years, 
as men born to superiority and renown.

Knowledge without experience is of 


less value 
than 
experience, 
without 


knowledge. 
Experience produces practi- 


cal philosophy. Knowledge is useful on- 
ly when he who has it. knows how to ap- 
ply it. 
Luckily for most of us experi- 


ence finds knowledge and knowledge 
finds experience. The striking difference 
between sixty years and thirty is that, the 
one is age. tending to decline, and the 
other youth, moving toward meridian. 
The one has experience, but no spirit, 
and the other spirit, but no experience. 
Intellectual prime is attained at some har- 
vest time between forty-five and sixty, 
when experience has mollowed judgment. 
Deduc.tive practical philosophy then more 
than compensates for corporeal lethargy. 
The average man is most capable if his 
health is fairly" good, from forty-fivr> to 
sixty.

disappointing and critical periods in 
the history of modern civilization." 
Dr. Samuel Flantz, president of Law- 
rence college, said in an address on 
"The Church and'AVorld Peace" at the 
' massmeeting for peace ' in Lawrence 


Me'morial chapel Sunday evening. He 
said civilization cannot stand another 
war. 


The" meeting-was quite well attend- 


ed. G. E. Buchanan presided at the 
gathering. 


Dr. Plantz said that when the war 


was concluded, we felt that righteous- 
n«M had triumphed, that liberty had 
been extended, that militarism had 
been crushed and peace had gained a 
firm footing on earth. But all these 
expectations were today like burst 
bubbles. 
What we have is wasted 


wealth, ruined industry, 
bankrupt 


nations, money scarcely worth the 
paper on which it is printed, the allies 
in disagreement, and the red hand of 
war -waving its Banner over many 
battle fields. We have witnessed in 
Smyrna one of the most terrible mas- 
sacres' in history. Greece is prostrated 
by a humiliating defeat, the Turk is 
arrogant, and European nations are in 
diagreement on most matters of cri- 
tical importance. The war has left 
an entail of hatred, disruption and dis- 
aster, such that something- must be 
done to control conditions, or we shall 
soon be in the midst of another con- 
flict. , 
- "Civilization cannot stand the strain 
of another war," Dr. Tlantz said.

one whose waste and ruin we now 
confront. Because o" this the greatest 
question which confronts the world is 
what can be done to secure a condl 
tion of permanent peace." 


WORLD INSANITY 


Three arguments are given to SUE 


tain this proposition, the first 'being 
the wasted resources of the nations. 
If the historic Adam had worked day 
and night from the time Bishop Us 
her's chronology says he came upon 
the planet, he would have had to earn 
$125 every minute until now to have 
made a sum equal to the cost of the 
last war, the speaker said. He showed 
how the great nations were running 
behind in the budgets, and that to 
heap on the backs of the people still 
greater burdens for war purposes was 
international insanity.

with Lewisite bombs the Germans 
could have destroyed tho entire Amerl 
can army of expedition in ten hours.

Dr. Plantz then discussed what could 


be done to preserve tho peace of the 
world and make war an outlaw. He 
said that there were three methods 
especially advocated at the presen' 
time. Tho first of these was the old 
theory of the balance of power. He 
explained what this was a.nd how i 
liad worked, and eald that while it 
often postponed wars it usually made 
Ihem more terrific when they came 
He held that the balance of powe! 
developed suspicions, antagonism o: 
interests, irritations, mid competition 
in armaments which was sure sooner 
of later to lead to conflicts. TT< 
proved this contention by historica 
citation*. 
The second method was by confer 


once. He held that this was mud 
talked of in this country and especial 
ly since Mr. Harding had called the 
Washington conference. He said tha 
conferences were important and val 
uable, but they had often been hclf 
but had never proved prevontativc o' 
war. 
They were usually theaters o

The third method was that of a 


League of Nations. He showed that 
the present League was accepted by 
50 of the nations of the earth and ap- 
proved by the great majority oC the 
wisest living statesmen. He said it

1921 
Than In 1920, 


Records Show 


, By Associated Press 


London—The year 1921 was a rec- 


ord bankruptcy year in England and 
Wales, the number of failures being 
2,824 in excess of the 1920 total. The 
inspector general in bankruptcy, in 
his report, says "the magnitude of the 
failures Is much greater than in any 
year since the Act of 1883 came into 
Operation." 


When compared with 1920 the fig- 


ures show an increase in liabilities of 
15,034,065 pounds sterling, 
and 
in 


assets of 5,849,260 pounds sterling. 


There was a notable decrease in 


the number of companies registered In 
England and Scotland during 1921, 
the figures being 6.834 with a nomin- 
al capital of 107,214,586 pounds ster- 
ling, against the 1920 figures of 10,- 
783 companies with a nominal cap- 
ital o£ 587,494,721 pounds sterling. Of 
the 6,834 companies registered 6,291 
were private enterprises. 2918 went 
into liquidation, and 1,684 were re- 
moved from the 
register 
on 
the 


ground they were no longer carrying 
on business. 


The rate of unemployment 
was 


high during October in nearly all the 
principal industries, says the LABOR 
GAZETTE.

trade unions it was 14.1 at the end 
of October, as compared to 14.6 at 
the end of September, and 13.6 at the 
end of October, 1921. The changes in 
rates of wages, reported as having

"2. Secondary education begins too 


late and ends too soon, tl is too 
diffuse and therefore superficial, pro- 
viding very imperfectly for the pre- 
nn ration of those1 who straight-way 
must earn a livelihood. 


"3. Fifty per cent of the work dono 


in colleges of arts and sciences right- 
Iv belongs in the secondary 
schools. 


Thus it becames necessary to pro. 
vide teaching methods and discipline 
in college for immature boys and girls 
rather than for men and women seri- 
ously entering upon prepp.ration for 
their life work. There is a great 
waste of time in college. 


"Ignoring for the moment the splen- 


did achievements of the professional 
schools, tbe first thing demanding cor- 
rection is the fact that Americans 
enter upon professional careers at 
least two years later than citizens of 
other countries. This delay constant- 
ly is being inerenseci by professional 
interests themselves. These interests 
seek to extend tho time devoted to 
training and impose higher require- 
ments without reference to their ef- 
fect on tho educational scheme as a 
whole.'* 
As improvements of our educational 


system. Dr. Capon suggests: 


"Admission to college and continu- 


ance there should depend on a pro- 
cess of seloi-tion far more searching 
than any that now prevails.
